More than $500,000 was col- 
lected in three months by the 
Harlem Association of Lovejoy, 
near East St. Louis, but opera- 
tors of the lottery reported net 
profit of only $7133, Senator 
Estes Kefauver announced today, 
after hearing testimony of wit- 
nesses at a closed session here of 
the Senate Crime Committee. 

J. W. Boyle, an accountant who 
handled certain records for the 
lottery, and Frank Hackethal, 
operator of the Harlem Associa- 
tion, formerly known as the Eagle 
Park lottery, were witnesses be- 
fore the committee in the Federal 
building. 

Hackethal. was recalled briefly 
for further questioning by Kefau- 
ver and his aids. Then Charles 
Porter, owner of the Festus Daily

ker, was called to testify. 

Porter was followed by Earl 
Prawl, “chalk man” or “board 
boy” in the East Side betting es- 
tablishment of James J. Carroll.

Accompanying Prawl 
was Morris A. Shenker, attorney 
for Carroll. 

Discussing Hackethal’s testimo- 
ny, Senator Kefauver said: “This

“Profits Rather Negligible.” 

“This was a sizable operation 
but the evidence presented so far 
showed that profits were rather 
negligible. However, certain parts 
of the operations have been 
called to the attention of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue. 

“The ‘take’ for this lottery over 
a quarter of a year was in excess 
of $500,000 but the profit re- 
ported for income taxes amounted 
to only $10,000 or $12,000. 

“For the first quarter of 1950 
the take was listed as $506,000, 
whereas the amount paid to bet- 
tors was listed as almost $500,000, 
with net profit reported only as 
$7133.” 

Kefauver said the evidence pre- 
sented to the committee today 
“throws some doubt that the dif- 
ference between the ‘take’ and 
the ‘payoff’ could be so close.

COFFEE PRICES UP 
3TO5CTS. APOUND 
IN MOST STORES 


Coffee prices in most St. Louis 
groceries have increased by three 
to five cents a pound in the last 
few days. The Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co. stores here raised 


packed brands by 4 to 5 cents 
yesterday, and standard brands in 
other stores went up 3 cents. 
A Kroger Co. spokesman said 
an increase of 2 to 3 cents is ex- 
pected to take effect in company 
stores Friday or Saturday. Prices 
for the two Kroger coffee brands 
are 69 and 75 cents. New A. & P. 
prices are 74, 76 and 77 cents, and 
several standard brands now are 
selling for 82 cents. 
The general coffee price rise 
was termed “the most substantial 
in a long time” by an A. & P. 
official. He said the primary rea- 
son was an increase in green cof- 
fee prices because of a poor crop. 
The official discounted “scare 
buying” brought on by the Ko- 
rean war, pointing out that coffee 
is perishable and that many heavy 
buyers “learned their lesson” in 
World War II.

In a reply to that criticism, Ray- 
mond R. Tucker, chairman of the 
Board of Freeholders, pointed out 
that greater city “home rule” 
necessarily included the broadest 
taxing power possible but did not 
require use of that power. 
Nangle’s Statement. 

Nangle’s statement follows: 

“I am going to be for the new 
charter, and I hope the people 
will support it, not as a political 
matter but as citizens. 

“One of our prominent St. Louis 
county residents took Mr. Ste-

FRAUD AND OAM’ 


Inquiry Group Majority 
Asserts He Lied Re- 
peatedly and Failed to 
Prove Any of His Basic 
Allegations. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
“A fraud and a hoax”—that’s the 
label slapped on Republican Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s Communists-in- 
Government charges by the Dem- 
ocratic majority of a Senate In- 
vestigating Committee. 

A report signed by all three 
Democrats on -the committee— 
Senators Tydings, (Maryland); 
Green, (Rhode Island), and Mc- 
Mahon, (Connecticut) — asserts 
that: 

McCarthy used “the totalita- 
rian technique of the big lie” in 
waging “perhaps the most nefa- 
rious campaign of half-truths and 
untruths in the history of this 
republic.” 

McCarthy Denounces Report. 

McCarthy retorted that the 
350,000-word report of the Demo- 
crats is “gigantic in its fraud and 
deep in its deceit.” The Wiscon- 
sin Senator added: 

“It is a signal to the traitors, 

Communists and fellow travelers 
in our Government that they 
need have no fear of exposure 
from this Administration. ... 
“The most loyal stooges of the 
Kremlin could not have done a 
better job of giving a clean bill 
of health to Stalin’s fifth column 
in this country.” 
At a stormy session today, the 
Senate Foreign Relations commit- 
tee voted 11 to 0 to end the in- 
vestigation of McCarthy’s charges. 
The full committee also voted 9 
to 2 to send the report of the sub- 
committee majority to the Senate. 
However, actual filing of the re- 
port was held up 24 hours at the 
request of Republican leader 
Wherry. 

Not Approved by Committee. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 

Texas, of the full committee said 
that the question of whether the 
report should be approved by the 
full committee was not raised. 
“The committee neither ap- 
proved nor disapproved the re- 
port,” Connally declared. He 
grinned and added, “We want to 
go home by Christmas”’—an allu- 
sion to the highly controversial 
nature of the report. 
The Democrats’ report, issued 
last night, was generally regarded 
at the Capitol as one of the most 
scathing condemnations of a Sen- 
ator ever made by colleagues, It 
accused McCarthy of having lied 
repeatedly. 

The majority said McCarthy 
failed to prove any of his basic 
allegations, which were fired at 
scores of individuals in attacks di- 
rected at the State Department. 
McCarthy accused the department 
of harboring a lot of Communists, 
Red sympathizers and people who 
were security risks on other 
grounds. 

Republican Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts got out a minority 
report saying the inquiry into Mc- 
Carthy’s charges “must be set 
down as superficial and inconclu- 
sive.” He said there remain “a

United States and- Australian 
planes hammered North Korean 
columns bringing up supplies and 
reinforcements for the showdown 
battle. They destroyed four tanks 
and 50 trucks and bombed 
bridges, tunnels, troop concentra- 
‘tions and railways.

patrols thrust deep into enemy- 
held territory around Taejon to- 
night and reoccupied its strategic 
airfield, abandoned Monday.) 
Patrols and Artillery. 

United Press correspondent 
Gene Symonds reported from the 
Taejon front that activity was 
limited mostly to patrol clashes 
and artillery fire as the American 
line just north of Taejon held 
firm. 

But front reports indicated the 
United States Army had written 
off Taejon. Its main forces had 
pulled out, as had American ad- 
vance headquarters. The city was 
reported virtually deserted. 

Symonds reported a “consider- 
able” build-up of Communist ar- 
mor and artillery north of the 
Kum river, apparently because of 
trouble in getting the heavy stuff 
across the stream. The United 
States forces had blown up the 
bridges when they fell back. 

A spokesman at Eighth Army 
headquarters in Korea said South 
Korean units in central Korea 
had launched an attack on Com- 
munist forces reported massing in 
that area, but the extent of the 
action had not become clear.

WASHINGTON, July -8 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
has sent a reply to India’s Prime 
Minister Nehru on the Korean | 
question. In it, he is reported to 
have said that no peace negotia- | 
tions can start until the Com-'| 
munist invaders withdraw. 

The American attitude was re-| 
ported to be that the United 
States ardently wants peace in| 


Asia but not at the price of bow- 
ing to Communist aggression. 

Nehru and Russian Prime Min- 
ister Joseph Stalin also have ex- 
changed notes on Korea, and Tass, 
the Soviet news agency, has said 
they both agree that Communist 
China must be admitted to the 
United Nations before any peace 
settlement can be made. 

Reply Goes to India. 

Acheson’s reply was sent to 
Ambassador Loy Henderson in 
New Delhi last night. Press of- 
ficer Lincoln White said it would 
be published after word is re- 
ceived of its delivery to Nehru. 
Anther copy was given to Mme. 
Vijaya Lakashmi Pandit, Indian 
Ambassador and Nehru’s sister. 


Mme. Pandit yesterday gave 
Acheson a copy of Stalin’s reply 
to Nehru’s original suggestion 
that Communist China be seated 
in the U.N. Security Council as 
a preliminary to negotiations over 
Korea. Russia has boycotted the 
Security Council since January 
over the retention of Nationalist 
China in the U.N. body. 

The United States has de- 
manded as a condition to peace 
talks compliance with the Secur- 
ity Council’s order for a cease 
fire in Korea and withdrawal of 
North Korean troops behind the 
Thirty-eighth parallel.

Says Defense Will Need 
Materials — Message

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
In a move against inflation, Pres- 
ident Truman today ordered a 
series of credit restrictions on 
housing. 

One action was to tell the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to increase down payment 
‘requirements substantially, both 
for new construction and for mod- 
ernizing and repair loans. 

He said that the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, for example, should 
require a cash down payment of 
at least 5 per cent for all loans 


guaranteed, insured or made by 
=! wherever existing law will per- 
mit. 

Letter on New Housing. 


In a letter to Raymond Foley, 
housing administrator, Truman 
said that continued construction 
of homes at high levels would be 
desirable except for recent intere 
national developments. 

But he said it is clear that 
many materials used in residen- 
tial and other construction will be 
required in increasing amounts 
for national defense purposes. 


“It is imperitive,” Truman said, 
“that these requirements be met 
fully and without delay. These in- 
creased demands will aggravate 
inflationary tendencies already 
evident in some of these mate- 
rials unless positive actions are 
taken to reduce pressures in resi- 
dential construction.” 

Message Tomorrow. 


Truman is expected to propose 
some sort of allocations of scarce 
materials tomorrow, perhaps on 
a voluntary basis. He set aside 
much of today for work on final 
drafts of his two Wednesday mes- 
sages—a report to Congress at 
1l am. and a broadcast to the 
people at 9:30 p.m. (both St. Louis 
time). 

The President said in his letter 
on housing controls that Congress 
has authorized an additional $1,- 
250,000,000 to insure new morte 
gages but that he is approving an 
increase of only $650,000,000.

The main United States forces 
pulled out of Taejon yesterday. 
Advance United States headquar- 
ters in Korea also has moved to 
a new site farther south. Front 
reports said the city was deserted. 

Merciless Air Attack. 


The Fifth Air Force took over 
the offensive during the pause in 
the ground fighting. The first 
flights of fighters and bombers 
took off at dawn in good weather 
and began a merciless bombard- 
ment of the enemy lines. 

Preliminary reports said the 
F-80 jet Shooting Stars, F-82 twin 
Mustangs; F-51 Mustangs and B- 
26 Invaders destroyed four ‘anks, 
32 supply-laden trucks, three 
bridges and a railway tunnel. 
Eighteen other trucks, three 
bridges, a tunnel and a railway 
yard were damaged. 

The day’s score boosted the 
number of trucks, vital for the 
enemy’s buildup, destroyed or 
damaged in two days to 193. 
Enemy troop concentrations also 
were stafed and bombed. 


WASHINGTON, Juiy 18 (UP)— 
Members of Congress, angered by 
rising prices, demanded today that 
the Government step in and stop 
“war profiteering.” 


Senators lambasted “outrage- 
ous” price boosts in many essen- 
tial items. They were joined by 
House members who denounced 
“unconscionable” price increases. 


Outside of price controls and 
rationing, which are not likely at 
present, the government’s chief 
weapon against profiteering is a 
publicity campaign to spotlight 
such activity. 


Representative Gross (Rep.), 
Iowa, cited recent pork price in- 
creases as an example of “prof- 
iteering.” Asserting that the first 
two world wars made “many mil- 
lionaires,” Gross said that “no 
more huge profits should be made 
out of any war in which this 
country is involved.” 


Representative Daniel J. Flood, 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, said there 
is “no justification” for recent 
boosts in bread prices. Represen- 
tative Herman P. Eberharter 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, also de- 
nounced price increases. 


Criticism of Food Rise. 


Meanwhile, Chairman Maybank 
(Dem.), South Carolina, set out 
to prove with a Senate Banking 
Committee investigation beginning 
Thursday that there is plenty of 
food on hand in the country and 
that there is no need for ration- 
ing and no reason for price in- 
creases. 

“There is no sense in prices 
going up as they have,” Maybank 
said. “I’m told the price of eggs 
has gone up 3 cents a dozen when 
the Government has eggs in stor- 
age that it can’t give away. There 
is just as much meat as there was 
a few days ago and no reason for 
meat prices increasing. 

“We are going to call some of 
these people who have been put- 
ting up their prices and see why 
they have done it.” 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
angrily denounced the nation’s 
big meat packers and said they 
should be made to “justify if they 
can—and they can’t—the prices 
they are imposing on the Amer- 
ican people.” 

Senator Lehman (Dem.), New 
York, agreed with Morse there is 
“no justification whatever for in- 
creases in the price of meat and 
other commodities,” and he de- 
clared, “It is a clear case of a 
desire to take advantage of the 
(war) situation.” 

Some Price Boosts Checked. 

In the commodity markets to- 
day profit-taking clipped the top 
off some price rises. Cotton, lard 
and soybeans were hit especially. 
Cocoa and coffee stayed on the 
advancing list. 

Heavy early profit-taking de- 
pressed cotton, with the March 
delivery off the daily allowable 
limit of $10 a bale at one time. 

Firestone Tire & Rubber Co.

MacArthur’s communique esti- 
mated that the Americans and 
South Koreans have inflicted 11,- 
000 battle casualties on the North 
Koreans since they surged across 
the thirty-eighth parallel border 
into South Korea June 25. 
The communique made no at- 
tempt to break down the casual- 
ties into dead, wounded and cap- 
tured. A spokesman explained 
earlier that such figures could 
only be rough estimates because 
it was difficult to determine an 
enemy’s losses while retreating. 
Submarines Sighted. 
MacArthur also said three un- 
identified submarines had been 
reported sighted in the area be- 
tween Japan’s Kyushu island and 
Formosa, far south of the Korean 
peninsula.

Tagged “urgent” by Chairman 
|Kee (Dem.), West Virginia, of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
ithe bill cleared the Rules Com- 
|mittee yesterday in record time. 
| Republicans as well as Democrats 
|predicted there would be few, if 
/any, votes’ casts against it. The 
bill passed the Senate, 66 to 0. 
| The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, in sending the arms aid 
bill to the floor, reported unani- 
mous agreement for a Pacific mu- 
tual defense pact along the lines 
of the North Atlantic treaty. Reso- 
lutions embodying the committee 
statement have been introduced 
separately by members of both 
parties. 

The proposal. was not. incorpo- 
rated in the Senate-passed. arms 
aid bill. However, it has. strong 
support in the Senate and its 
backers say it was passed over 
only to avoid parliamentary de- 
lays. 

The House Committee ignored 
the advice of Secretary of State 
Acheson in advocating the forma- 
tion of a Pacific alliance. Ache- 
son, in a number of recent ap- 
pearances before the house 
group, advised against taking the 
lead in a Pacific agreement pat- 
terned after the North Atlantic 
treaty. He took the position the 
nations of the Pacific should start 
the ball rolling themselves. 

The arms aid bill sets aside $75,- 
000,000 for use by the President in 
building up defenses against the 
spread of Communism in the gen- 
eral area of China — presumably 
such potential trouble spots as In- 
dochina as well as Formosa. 

The Senate voted to curb Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Brannan’s use 
of federal funds to publicize farm 
programs. A_ Republican-spon- 
sored proposal, adopted by voice 
vote, limits use of the funds to 
publicizing only those programs 
authorized by Congress.

1. Declared that “the complaint 
of Senator McCarthy concerning 
disloyalty in the State Depart- 
ment, which precipitated our in- 
vestigation, is false,” and that “the 
existing agencies and facilities 
for meeting the problem of secur- 
ity are doing their jobs efficient- 
ly and conscientiously.” 

Hearsay From Budenz. 

2. Cleared all State Department 
employes publicly accused by Mc- 
Carthy of being pro-Communist. 
Those included, among others, 
career diplomat John S. Service, 
Ambassador Philip C. Jessup, and 
Haldore Hanson. In Hanson's case, 
the majority dismissed as hear- 
say evidence the behind-closed- 
doors testimony of Budenz that 
Hanson was described to him as 
a Communist. 

(Lodge agreed that in Service's 
case there was “no proof of dis- 
loyalty and no rumor against his 
character.”

1. Gen. MacArthur is almost 
jubilant about the defeat of a 
North Korean force on the east 
coast near Yongdok by a South 
Korean regiment supported by 
United States tactical aircraft.

If South Korean troops suffi- 
cient to man a good part of. such 
a -defensive front can be ob- 
tained, a strong force for eventual 
counter-attack can be organized 
from the United States forces as 
the latter build up on numbers 
and’ equipment. The furious 
energy- with which the Reds are 
pressing their offensive indicates 
their appreciation of this danger 
and their desire to anticipate it 
before it can be fully organized. 

Probably their next move is 
indicated by the wide westward 
sweep of Red forces, elements of 
which have crossed the Kum at 
Nonsan. This suggests an at- 
tempt to get around the left flank 
of the retiring Twenty-fourth 
Division. 

However the country south of 
Taejon is hilly and is penetrated 
by very few roads suitable for 
tanks. 

It may also be assumed that

LONDON, July 18 (AP)—Three 
new cases of suspected  sabho- 
tage of British warships were re- 
| ported today. 


There was speculation that the 
incidents, aboard three destroy- 
ers, are part of a highly organized 
wrecking campaign, possibly 
Communist inspired. 

Tighter security measures were 
reported clamped around all 
naval bases and installations. 

The incidents were said to have 
occurred a short time before nine 
ammunition barges exploded in 
Portsmouth harbor last Friday. 
Nineteen persons were injured in 
the blast, which destroyed a pier 
and damaged buildings and 
homes. 

There were reports that the 
ammunition was destined for Brit- 
ish warships operating off Korea 
but the admiralty declined com- 
ment on that point. 

Adm. Sir Algernon Willis, com- 
mander in chief at Portsmouth, 
said yesterday the possibility of 
sabotage ‘“‘cannot now be ruled 
out” as the cause of the blast. A 
naval board of inquiry is expect- 
ed to hear 50 witnesses. 

Two of the new suspected sab- 
otage cases were said to have oc- 
curred at Devonport naval base 
and one at sea. The admiralty 
declined to comment on these 
cases.

“A Fraud and a Hoax” 


We have found that the complaint of 
Senator McCarthy concerning disloyalty in 
the State Department ... is false and have 
fully assured ourselves that the existing 
agencies and facilities for meeting the prob- 
lem of security are doing their jobs effi- 
ciently and conscientiously. 

That is the gist of the blistering majority re- 
port of the Senate’s Tydings subcommittee. It 
is the summary of its findings on the changing, 
shifting charges with which Senator McCarthy 
managed to keep his name in the headlines for 
weeks and weeks. 

These charges were, in the words of the re- 
port, “a fraud and a hoax perpetrated on the 
Senate of the United States and the American 
people.” 

This is strong language for Senators to be 
using about another Senator. Yet the words are 
not too strong for a man who abused his Sen- 
atorial privileges—as this report shows McCar- 
thy has done—for the sake of sheer sensation- 
alism and political advantage. 

We give due deference to the minority 
opinions of Senator Lodge, Republican member 
of the subcommittee, when they rise above an ef- 
fort to save face for a man who is. after all, a 
Republican. But we believe that this report 
should settle McCarthyism once and for all. 


The majority report is detailed and specific. 
It does not deal in hints, suggestions or implica- 
tions. It names names, and it states conclusions. 
It is a lengthy document. Yet we trust that as 
many Americans as possible will read every 
word of it, especially the recommendations. 


In refuting McCarthy’s accusations and specif- 
ically clearing Owen Lattimore, Philip Jessup, 
John Stewart Service, Haldore Hanson, Dorothy 
Kenyon and others, the subcommittee acknowl- 
edges that, on the eve of a political campaign, 
it almost surely will be accused of a “white- 
wash. So it unhesitatingly recommends “a 
thorough and comprehensive study of the loy- 
alty program” by a committee of distinguished 
citizens, a recommendation made long ago by 


_ the Post-Dispatch. 


Equally important is'the recommendation for 
a study by the House and the Senate of the im- 
munity privilege of their members as well as 
the immunity accorded witnesses before con- 
gressional committees. These privileges are im- 
mensely valuable, but they can be gravely 
abused at the expense of honorable men. 


The State Department is urged to acquaint 
the American people with its world-wide secur- 
ity program. The subcommittee report itself is 
a major contribution to renewed confidence on 
this point. But the department and other agen- 
cies certainly should consider the recommenda- 
tion that more “good judgment” be used in the 
classification of documents. 

There is no point in stamping “Secret” on 
everything. Such a practice not only withholds 
information which the people ought to have, but 
it also is conducive to situations made to order 
for exploitation by a McCarthy. If there were 
less hush-hush when it is not needed, there 
would be less temptation to believe scare stories. 

In short, the subcommittee performed a val- 
uable, reassuring public service by blowing Sen- 
ator McCarthy out of the water, and also 
counseling a course of calm common sense to 
prevent further outbreaks of hysteria. 
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More News from the Crime Probe 


As the Senate Crime Investigation Commit- 
tee comes to St. Louis today for a one-day 
hearing, it is to be hoped that as much of its 
hearing as possible will be open to the pubilc. 

Private sessions are understandably desirable 
when the committee is hearing from gangsters 
or tipsters who would fear to talk if their iden- 
tities and the nature of their testimony were 
known. No such reason for secrecy exists in the 
instances of persons like William Molasky, the 
racing news man, or Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
the East Side: gangster, or James J. Carroll, the 
betting “‘commissioner,” or—when the committee 
goes to Kansas City—John H. Hendren, Dem- 
ocratic state chairman. 

It is also reasonable that hearings should be 
kept private when the committee is in the pre- 
liminary, tentative stage of a piece of investi- 
gative work. In these instances when closed 
sessions are unavoidable, some better means 
than the present press-agent plan should be 
worked out for giving the public whatever in- 
formation can be made public.

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Electoral Reform Beaten 
An opportunity to improve the method by 
which we elect our Presidents has been lost. 
The Lodge-Gossett amendment failed to muster 
even a majority in the House. It needed a two- 
thirds vote to be sent to the states for ratifica- 

tion. It had already passed the Senate. 
_ Senator Lodge and Representative Gossett had 
proposed to abolish the electoral college, but 
retain the electoral votes. Under. their amend- 
ment, each state’s electoral votes for President 
would be divided in the same proportion as its 
popular votes. Thus the electoral vote would 
come far closer than it now does to reflecting 
accurately the votes of the people in each state. 
But Senator Taft feared that this plan might 
weaken the Republican party. A Republican 
candidate, he said, would lose electoral strength 
in the North without gaining it in the one-party 
South. Some liberal Democrats feared that the 
plan would weaken them, in that the South with 
its solid electoral yote might become the con- 
trolling factor in dictating Democratic nom- 

inations. ‘i

Federal Judge Hulen’s order opening munici- 
pal pools to Negroes was to be expected as 
inevitably as death and taxes. The federal ju- 
diciary-has been following a steady trend to- 
ward the lowering of racial barriers of question- 
able constitutionality. 

The City Hall should have been aware of 
this. Yet its motion for a stay of execution 
seems to be evidence that it is little better 
prepared now than it was for the opening of 
the Fairgrounds Park pool in June of 1949. 

Since Judge Hulen did not change the effec- 
tive date of his order, the people of St. Louis 
must count on their own decency, fairness, tol- 
erance and respect for law to make sure that 
there will be no repetition of last year’s shame- 
ful outbreak. 

We do believe that an overwhelming majority 
of the citizens of this community are determined 
that its good name shall not again be blemished 
in the sight of the whole nation. If there is any 
attempt to create trouble, it is sure to come 
from those who harbor a hoodlum spirit in 
place of community pride. Fortunately, the po- 
lice are on notice this time, and they say that 
they can maintain order. 

It is regrettable that Judge Hulen’s order 
arouses misgivings of any sort. There can be no 
argument about its justice. And while it goes 
against a long-established pattern, the author- 
ities should have been well prepared for the 
breaking of that pattern. 

Mayor Darst did appoint a Council of Human 
Relations. It made a good beginning by bring- 
ing George Schermer to St. Louis to survey its 
problem. But ‘the Mayor would not permit this 
commission to name its own independent di- 
rector. This was followed by the resignation of 
several commission members, including Chair- 
man Henry Chadeayne. Quite frankly, the sub- 
sequent record of the commission has been dis- 
appointing. Instead of providing leadership for 
better race relations in St. Louis, it voted for 
temporary continuation of segregation. 

Judge Hulen’s decision proves that this ex- 
pedient cannot be used endlessly to avoid com- 
ing to terms with the problem. Of course, the 
authorities could retreat even deeper into do- 
nothingism by closing the pools. But Mayor 
Darst has set himself against such a solution. 
It would work a real hardship on many persons. 
Instead, the Mayor asks civic and religious lead- 
ers to appeal for order. 

We place our confidence in the self-respect 
of the community. We believe the present situa- 
tion will be met not with prejudice, but with 
good sense. 


Gen. Wainwright’s Mistake 

Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright falls into the 
old fallacy that two wrongs make a right when 
he proposes retaliation by United States troops 
for North Korean atrocities. 

A hero of Bataan and Corregidor in the de- 
fense of the Philippines in 1942, Gen. Wain- 
wright commands our admiration. A victim of 


torture in three years of imprisonment by the 


Japanese, Gen. Wainwright is understandably 
emotional when he thinks of the torturing of 
other Americans by the Korean Communists. 
But when he says “the only answer is retalia- 
tion” he is wrong indeed. : 

Not only in force of arms must the United 
States and the United Nations win out in Korea. 
As all Asia watches, the United States must be 
strong also in being the aggrieved and not the 
aggressor, in being the fair fighter and not the 
foul, in being the friend of Korean self-determi- 
nation and not the would-be dictator over the 
Korean people. 

For while arms will decide the immediate out- 
come, it is through these other strengths that 
the ultimate outcome will be decided, and the 
ultimate outcome must not be the law of the 
jungle, but the law of order. 
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Judge Hastie and the Senate 

After six unconscionable months of stalling, 
the Senate Judiciary Committee finally has ap- 
proved the nomination of William H. Hastie to 
be a judge of the Third Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. The full Senate should waste no time in 
accepting its committee’s recommendation. 

Mr. Hastie has been governor of the Virgin 
Islands, dean of Howard Law School, and a Fed- 
eral judge. He has compiled a brilliant record, 
both as a lawyer and a citizen. 

But the pettifoggers, with Senator Donnell in 
the Dixiecrat vanguard, have been blocking ap- 
proval of his appointment on two grounds. For 
one thing, Mr. Hastie happens to be a Negro. 
And probably for that reason, a false issue of 
his loyalty has been raised. 

Senator Donnell, reports the New York Her- 
ald Tribune, led the questioning during a five- 
hour secret session of the committee last week. 
And what the Senator put Mr. Hastie on the 
rack about, the Herald Tribune learned, was Mr. 
Hastie’s membership in the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People and 
other organizations.

From “Citizens’ Business,’ 
of Municipal Research, 


Within a short time the people of St. 
Louis will have an opportunity to vote 
for or against a new home-rule charter. 
The 13-member_ Board of Freeholders, 
which was elected in April 1949 to revise 
the city’s charter, has completed its 
work.. The Board’s proposals should be 
of interest to citizens of Philadelphia who 
are now following developments in the 
drafting of our own home-rule charter. 


Present Defects. St. Louis’ present 
charter is 36 years old. So a complete and 
revised charter was therefore prepared. 
In an ‘Address to the People of St. Louis,’ 
the Board summarized the proposed major 
revisions as follows: 

1, Places responsibility for administer- 
ing city services more clearly in the Mayor 
and at the same time provides him with 
more adequate machinery to discharge his 
responsibility. 

2. Requires the city to live within its 
income and operate under a balanced 
budget and avoid deficits. 


3. Provides for a City Auditor, appoint- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen, to make an 
independent audit of all departments and 
agencies under the Mayor and gives the 
Auditor power to institute such court ac- 
tion as may be necessary. 

4. Reorganizes the administrative de- 
partments, boards, and agencies of the city 
government, providing the framework for 
more efficient and economical perform- 
ance of city services. 

5. Reduces the number of appointed of- 
ficers and boards from 42 to 22 and elim- 
inates ex-officio memberships on boards 
by city officers. 


Tightens Budget Control 


6. Provides the Board of Aldermen, for 
the first time, with means to carry out a 
continuous investigation of the depart- 
ments under the Mayor to determine 
whether they are operating economically 
and in accordance with policies approved 
by the Board. 

7. Gives St. Louis greater home rule by 
making all county offices in the city sub- 
ject to city budget control, and by author- 
izing the city through the Board of Al- 
dermen to levy an earnings tax and lim- 
iting. same to 1 per cent. 


8. Strengthens the merit system and ex- 
tends it to employes in the offices of the 
present Treasurer, Collector and License 
Collector. 


9. Provides a more adequate check on 
the Mayor, Board of Aldermen, and oth- 
er elected officers by making the récall 
procedure easier and by extending it to 
county officers in the city. 

10. Requires the City Water Department 
to keep its records on a basis comparable 
to those of a private ufility, so as to show 
the true financial condition of the water 
system. 7 

11. Establishes an Aviation Commission 
and requires it to operate city airports on 
a business-like basis. 


Philadelphia research agency examines proposed new charter for 
St. Louis, finds it drafted with insight to meet modern needs; 
greater home rule and administrative reform seen as providing 
simplified organization which should be responsive to the people. 
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12. Requires the question of Charter re- 
vision to be submitted to the citizens of 
St. Louis every 24 years. 


Administrative Reform 


Financial Administration. The charter 
provides for a consolidated Department of 
Finance. The Director of Finance is to be 
appointed by the Mayor. Included in this 
department are the following divisions: 
Account and Control; Budget; Treasury; 
Purchasing; Assessment, and Administra- 
tive Services. 

The Division of Administrative Services 
is to provide, so far as practicable, central 
office services to the various departments 
and agencies of the city. The Chief of 
the Division is to have custody of the city 
seal and important public documents, and 
is to attest all instruments which are 
signed in the name of the city. 

There is to be a City Auditor appointed 
by a majority vote of the Board of Al- 
dermen. He is required to be a certified 
public accountant, and would serve for a 
term of four years, subject to removal 
by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Al- 
dermen., 

The charter prohibits assigning to the 
City Auditor any duty which is not related 
either to the post auditing of the receipt, 
custody, and expenditure of public funds, 
or to the investigations authorized by the 
charter. Thes2 provisions thus acknowl- 
edge the positive role for better manage- 
ment which lies in a well-constructed and 
integrated plan of financial administration, 
They acknowledge also that a fully inde- 
pendent post-audit is one of the essential 
means of protection against the misuse 
and careless handling and control of pub- 
lic funds. 


A Mark of Progress 


Department Heads. The director of each 
department is to be appointed by the 
Mayor, in accordance with specific provi- 
sions written into the charte-. 
to assure the appointment of persons hav- 
ing appropriate experience and training. 
Moreover, the Mayor is required to appoint 
the Fire Chief and the Director of Per- 
sonnel on the basis of competitive exam- 
inations. The placement of the Director 
of Personnel in the classified service helps 
to guarantee that a professional personnel 
officer will be secured. 

Modern Charter. The Board of Free- 
holders in St. Louis attacked the problem 
of revising its local government with con- 
siderable insight, and set as the objective 
a charter adequate to meet the needs of 
the citizens. While modernizing antiquated 
parts of the 1914 charter, the Board has 
kept those parts which it believes have 
stood the test of time. The new St. Louis 
document is indicative of the progress 
which can be made through a home-rule 
charter drafted with definite objectives 
in mind. It provides a simplified organi- 
zation which should be responsive to the 
will of the people.

How the Other Half Lives 


HALF OF ONE WORLD, by Foster Hailey. (Macmil- 
lan, 207 pgqs., $3.) 

This is the story of 1,000,000,000 people 
during the years since World War I. This 
is an effort to make understandable for 
the reader of the Western world the prob- 
lems and aspirations of the peoples of East 
Asia and the islands of the Pacific. This 
is a literary attempt to reawaken the Amer- 
ican mind to the momentous issues of the 
Pacific basin. 

Author Hailey, veteran foreign corre- 
spondent of the New York Times, person- 
ally discovered the Pacific world during 
his wartime assignments. Early in the 
postwar period his paper again sent him 
in that direction and so it was that he 
hurriedly visited Japan, China, Korea, 
French Indochina, Malaya, the Dutch East 
Indies, Thailand, the Philippines, and mis- 
cellaneous island areas under the flags 
of France, England and the United States. 


Through his writing he hopes to help re- 
establish a sober, forward-looking concern 
on the part of Americans concerning post- 
war East Asia and related areas. He 
wants Asians to have 
some alternative be- 
yond those of the old 
order of colonialism 
and the new order 
of Communism. Giv- 
en some understand- 
ing of the peoples, 
their problems, and 
the relationship of 
both to us and our 
way of life, the Amer- 
ican people may do 
more for the cause 
of democracy in that 
area of the world. 

High hopes are 
held for a democrat- 
ic Japan—not today or tomorrow but a 
decade or two from now. Here, inciden- 
tally, is one newsman who does not lam- 
poon MacArthur. The American record in 
Korea, meanwhile, is given a severe casti- 
gation and repeated criticism is heaped 
upon Gen. Hodge. Generalissimo Chiang 
gets a full share of condemnation and 
Chinese Communism is viewed as indigen- 
ous and nationalist rather than imported 
and Russian. 


Foster Hailey 


Of all the colonial powers discussed, 
France receives the harshest judgments 
for its unconscionable exploitation of In- 
dochina. Britain comes off much better 
as the author turns his spotlight of in- 
quiry upon Malaya and the Fijis. Had 
more attention been given Borneo and 
had any attention been directed at Hong 
Kong, Hailey could easily have become less 
an apologist of Britain. The nationalist 
movement in Indonesia that led to the 
erection of the United States of Indonesia 
is treated sympathetically and high hopes 
are held for the new republic. 

To the role and record of his own coun- 
try in the Pacific, author Hailey has mixed 
reactions. Warm praise punctuates the ac- 
count of our 48 years in the Philippines; 
sharp criticisfn centers upon naval admin- 
istration of American Samoa and Guam. 


Tiny and exotic Thailand (Siam), with 
some show of interest in the democratic 
way of life since 1932 and with fewer war- 
spawned headaches than most Asiatic 
areas, is considered to be the best setting 
for a real stand against Communism in 
Southeast Asia today. 

One of the finer things offered in this 
thin and provocative volume is the series 
of thumbnail sketches of prominent con- 
temporary politicians. Among those so 
treated are: Mao Tse-tung, Chu Teh, Chou 
En-lai, Jen Pe-shih, and Liu Shao-chi of 
Communist China: Ho Chi Minh of Indo- 
china; Soekarno, Sjahrir, Hatta, Sjariffoe 
din, and Roem of Indonesia.

a smart Broadway musical play, 
“Lady in the Dark,” for Muny 
Opera addresses itself to audi- 
ences conditioned largely to the 
romantic operetta—it’s a big 
jump in one week from the 60- 
year-old wheelhorse, “Robin 
Hood,” to a complicated and com- 
paratively subtle modern show 
like “Lady in the Dark.” . This 
enterprise has paid off, however, 
because the opening of Muny’s 
first production of “Lady” last 
night before a crowd of 9000 per- 
sons was a ringing success. 


Not only did the piece unroll 
smoothly, no mean achievement 
because of the many dream se- 
quences and the necessary use of 
turntables-for fast scene changes. 
But beyond mere mechanical pro- 
ficiency, it had snap and crackle, 
the electric impulse of the really 
live show. It was excellently cast. 
The staging, under John Kennedy 
who was associated with the origi- 
nal Broadway production, had 
sharpness and verve—for one ex- 
ample, the brilliant costuming and 
vivid dance patterns of the dream 
circus number in the second act 
had the high gloss of a goocl 
Broadway number. 

“Lady in the Dark” is a mu- 
sical play in the real meaning of 
the term. Its book, by Moss Hart, 
the playwright, assumes first im- 
portance. The. late Kurt Weill’s 
music, rather than trying for the 
deliberate tunefulness of the 
usual musical, concentrates on 
coloring of mood and implement- 
ing of plot, and often the orches- 
tration is more arresting than the 
vocal line. That this is going to 
be closer to a mental approach 
and further from the usual emo- 
tional one is evident in the first 
scene, which opens with straight 
drama in a psychiatrist’s office 
without benefit of opening chorus 
or other hackneyed musical in- 
troduction. Hart’s book tells of 
the problem of Liza Elliott, hard- 
driving editor of a smart women’s 
magazine, on the verge of a break- 
down because of inner confusion. 
Under psychoanalysis, this is 
traced to emotional trauma and 
disappointments in early life. Its 
present evidence is in Liza’s in- 
ability to choose between three 
men—a wealthy lover who is di- 
vorcing his wife so he can marry 
Liza, a muscular movie star who 
is himself emotionally insecure 
and wants Liza to mother him, 
and a constantly needling smart- 
aleck assistant editor who turns 
out to be the domineering type.

Founder’s Daughter Who 
Headed Organization Suc- 
cumbs at 84. 


HARTSDALE, N. Y., July 18 
(AP)—Gen. Evangeline Booth, 
who followed her. father’s foot- 
steps in Salvation Army work and 
as world commander of the or- 
ganization he founded, died yes- 
terday at her home. She was 84 
years old. 

She had been ill for a year. 
Death was caused by a heart ail- 
ment and hardening of the ar- 
teries. 

Miss Booth was the daughter of 
Gen. William Booth, who founded 
the Salvation Army in 1865, the 
year she was born. Her career in 
the organization began as a child 
in London, where her father 
preached in the slums. 

A leader of the Salvation Army 
in the United States for 30 years, 
Miss Booth became international 
commander in -1934. She retired 
in 1939. 

‘When Miss Booth first prac- 
ticed evangelism in  London’s 
Limehouse and Whitechapel dis- 
tricts, the toughs taunted her. 
Later they formed a bodyguard 
for her and called her their 
“white angel.” 

She fought and won a legal bat- 
tle through Britain’s Parliament 
when the Salvation Army was 
prosecuted for insisting on ts 
right to preach in Torquay, ex- 
clusive English seaside resort. 

In 1939, Hitler reversed an or- 
der limiting activities of the army 
in Germany after she wrote the 
Nazi leader a letter saying she 
could not be sure whether he was 
a “dunce or a devil.” 

She filled the Salvation Army 
leadership in Canada for nine 
years, and organized and led a 
mission and nursing corps for the 
gold rush pioneers into the far 
northwest in 1898. 

For her services in World War 
I, President Wilson awarded her 
the distinguished service medal. 
Other nations and numerous in- 
stitutions also honored her. 

She was the first woman’ gen- 
eral in the Salvation Army’s his- 
tory. 

“My only regret,” she said on 
her seventy-sixth birthday, ‘“‘is 
that I haven’t two lives to give to 
God and humanity.” 

Funeral services have not been 
arranged.

CARL VAN DOREN DIES 
AUTHOR AND EDITOR 


Winner of Pulitzer Prize for 
Biography — Voluminous 
Writer on Literature.

TORRINGTON, Conn., July 18 
(AP) — Carl van Doren, author 
and editor, died today at the 
Charlotte Hungerford hospital 
here. He was 64 years old. 

Mr. van Doren, who had a 
summer home in West Cornwall, 
Conn., had been ill about a 
month. 

His works on American novels 
and novelists created wide inter- 
est. His “Benjamin Franklin” 
won the Pulitzer prize for Amer- 
ican biography in 1939. 

He was-born in Hope, IIl., and 
was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois in 1907. He re- 
ceived a doctorate degree from 
Columbia University in 1911 and 
taught there for many years. 

After publishing numerous 
works on American and British 
literature, he collaborated with 
his brother, Mark, in publishing 
in 1925 “American and British 
Literature Since 1890.” 

In 1926 he helped found the 
Literary Guild of America. He 
served in various editorial capac- 
ities on the staffs of the Nation, 
Century magazine, and the Satur- 
day Review of Literature. 

Critics said that Mr. Van Doren 
wrote of prominent writers in 
such a manner as to make him a 
historian of the manners, customs 
and intellectual tendencies of 
American life. 

He wrote nearly a score of 
books concerned with literature, 
and edited compilations of the 
works of nearly all the most 
noted American writers of the 
nineteenth century. 

His marriage to Irita Van 
Doren, literary editor of the Her- 
ald Tribune, ended in divorce. 
They had three daughters, all sur- 
viving: Mrs. Jerome D. Ross, 
Mrs. Tom T. Bevans and Mrs. 
Spencer A. Klaw, all of New 
York.

WANT to talk a little more 
today about the Point Four 
program. Yesterday I spoke of 
the advantages to other nations, 
so today I want to consider the 
advantages to the United States. 

People in the world who are 
so poor that they live from hand 
to mouth have very little need of 
our manufactured goods. They 
cannot possibly buy anything 
which we offer them. Their pen- 
nies go for food, inadequate shel- 
ter and taxation. So, it is the 
people who have obtained a 
slightly higher standard on whom 
we must depend to take that little 
extra margin of production, which 
makes a difference to us between 
prosperity and hardship. 

We can keep our own high 
standards of living if other people 
in the world, who never had a 
chance to want things, begin to 
have that chance and to want 
them and can get them. They will 
work hard to obtain them once 
they know how much pleasanter 
life can be. 

When you are asked to take an 
interest in the Point Four pro- 
gram you are asked, of course, to 
understand the fact that we have 
become the nation in the world 
on whom all other nations de- 
pend. We didn't want that po- 
sition, but we have it now. As a 
result, we do have to think about 
what is happening to the other 
nations of the world, but that 
does not mean we think any less 
about our own conditions at 
home.

THIS POINT FOUR program is 
not just a name given to some 
plan which does not concern you 
or me in our every day lives; it 
is vital to us all. There are occa- 
sions when money may have to 
be spent on things that you might 
think had no bearing on future 
economic conditions. For instance, 


i 


it might be necessary to put on 
a campaign against malaria in a 
particular area, which the world 
health organization would be 
asked to do, and your money 
would go into that. But the suc- 
cess of the Point Four program, 
if such an instance arose, would 
depend on this because men and 
women with malaria cannot do 
satisfactory work. 

I remember being told that 
during World War II, when we 
were building airields in certain 
countries, and where the health 
of the people was badly’impaired 
by lack of nutrition, our en- 
gineers found that extra pay was 
not what those people needed, 
but, by giving them one square 
meal a day doubled their capacity 
for work in three weeks time. 

So you see the Point Four pro- 
gram may be tied to some things 
that are not always strictly eco- 
nomic, but they all serve the 
Same purpose and they must be 
meshed together if we are going 
to be successful in meeting the 
problems of the world. 

Korea or no Korea, these things 
have to be done, and we should 
be telling our senators that cuts 
in the appropriation for Point 
Four are not what we want. We 
want people to stand on their own 
feet and fight for a free world.

i Playing Canasta to Win | 


NTIL a meld contains at least 

four natural cards, you can’t 

make a canasta. Until you 
make a canasta, you can’t go out. 
So one of your first and most im- 
portant objectives is to get a ca- 
nasta base. If your initial meld 
doesn't include such a four-card 
base, you should not make addi- 
tional melds of any kind until 
you've made at least one base. 
You can’t afford to meld “all 
around the place,” even if you 
are able to do so without its cost- 
ing you cards. It may cost you 
time. 

Suppose you held: 


In order to take a fair-sized 
pack, you made the initial meld of 
90 with Joker-6-6, and 10-10-10 on 
your last turn. Your partner has 
added to neither of these melds. 
Now, the four-card pack comes 
back to you topped by a queen. 
The other cards in it are 3, 8, 4. 


You could take the pack, meld 
deuce, queen, queen, and since 
you would end with exactly as 
many cards in your hand after 
your turn, you would have a net 
profit of the extra meld on the 
table. And you would still have 
a wild card in your hand. Never- 
theless, you should not take this 
pack. 

The opponents have not meld- 
ed; the pack is frozen to them, 
but is not frozen to your partner. 
You are going to be able to dis- 
card a black three, so the next 
player isn’t going to be able to 
take the pack. You hope your 
partner may be able to take it, 
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by which time it will contain six 
cards. 

But it is most important for you 
to draw from the stock because 
you would like to get another ten, 
or a six that would put you closer 
to a canasta base. Leaving your- 
self with just one wild card still 
gives you as much chance to get 
the unfrozen pack, but it doesn’t 
leave you with the wild cards 
you'd like to have handy in order 
to complete a canasta once the 
base is made. 

One more reason—a psycholog- 
ical one. At present your hand 
is great for taking the unfrozen 
pack. The more melds you put 
down, however, the more likely 
the opponents will be to freeze 
the pack as a defensive measure. 


Question: We have reached the 
end of the stock with neither side 
having been able to make its ini- 
tial 120 count. In other words, 
there isn’t a single. meld on the 
table except the red threes. Is 
such a hand scored, or is it mere- 
ly tossed in and a new deal be- 
gun? 

Answer: Indeed it is scored. 
Each side receives a minus score 
of the number of points still in 
its hands and also the bonus value 
of the red threes, which now 
count against it in view of the 
fact that no meld has been made.

Dick Grace Tells of Movie Stunt That Clicked, Another

Dick Grace, a flyer in World 
Wars I and II and a barnstormer 
and stunt flyer for the movies be- 
tween the two wars, flirted with 
death nearly every week in his 
career and wasn’t even stopped 
permanently by a broken neck. 
After Pearl Harbor, at the age of 
47, he wangled his way into non- 
combat service as an instructor 
and soon, without asking permis- 
sion, was flying combat missions 
over Germany. This is the second 
of two articles condensed from his 
recent book, “Visibility Unlim- 
ited.”

FTER my early barnstorming 

days, I became a stunt flyer 

for the movies. I was free to 

concentrate on the deliberate dem- 
olition of airplanes. 

The script for “The Forest 
Ranger,” into which Tom Mix had 
written an air crash, was com- 
pleted and submitted to me. 

There was a change from horse 
to airplane. That was easy. The 
air shots of sideslipping down 
redwood-covered _ cliffs, pulling 
out feet above the ground, were 
a matter of flying technique and 
depth perception. 

But to crash into a barn and 
put the entire airplane inside it 
was a different proposition. 

From my standpoint this shot 
was as difficult as any which 
could be imagined. Crashing head 
on into a: solid wall, and stopping 
completely, meant a slowing down 
from 70 miles per hour to zero in 
about 50 feet. | | 

After studying the problems 
and conferring with the construc- 
tion department, it was agreed 
the barn was to be erected to the 
following specifications: 

Wide enough to permit easy 
entrance of the whole airplane; 
the front to be made of half-inch 
basswood, whose fibers would 
break clean rather than in long 
splinters; backed up by two-by- 
fours sawed halfway through at 
a 45-degree angle. Crashing into 
this should slow the ship’s for- 
ward motion by almost 25 M.P.H. 

The rear wall must be braced 
to take the remainder of the force 
which I hoped would not be 
enough to cause much rebound. 

To soften this blow, and yet 
not go beyond the second wall, 
some cushioning device was 
needed. So the large six-by-sixes 
used to stop the ship were sawed 
laterally, then braced with strap 
iron. When the six-by-sixes broke, 
more miles per hour would have 
been absorbed. The metal strips

The solution was simple. All I 
needed to shoot at was a bull’s- 
eye.

One large 
window was cut exactly in the 
center of the structure. As it was 
a standard window, divided into 
four panes, all I had to do was 
to hit the center of the cross 
formed by the frame.

The next moments would prove 
whether my calculations were 
right or not.

How It Started

“In God We Trust.” 


‘6 HO = suggested putting 
W ine motto, ‘In God We 
Trust’ on our coin and 
the reason given and when this 
began,” writes one of our readers. 
The inscription on our coins of 
these words, which also became 
the state motto of Florida, begins 
with a suggestion that God be 
affirmed on the coins of the Unit- 
ed States. This came from a 
clergyman, the Reverend M. R. 
Watkinson of Ridleyville, Pa., in 
a letter dated Nov. 13, 1861, ad- 
dressed to the then Secretary of 
the Treasury, Salmon Chase. His 
motivation Watkinson explained 
in the following words: 


“If the republic should be 


- shattered beyond recognition, 


the antiquaries of succeeding 
centuries would rightly con- 
clude that America had been a 
heathen nation.” 


His specific suggestions for en- 
graving on the nation’s coins evi- 
dence of our belief in God — 
which would defend the country 
forever against the obloquy of 
heathenism and also give right- 
minded persons the comfort to be 
derived from this—that is his de- 
sign for the embellishment, was 
not adopted, but his essential idea 
bore fruit. Secretary Chase di- 
rected that a motto be prepared 
for imprinting on American coins 
the nation’s trust in God. How- 
ever, an already existing law, 
passed in 1837, prescribed the de- 
vices which might appear on the 
country’s coins, and so legislative 
action was required to make pos- 
sible the adoption of a new motto. 
This was consummated later, as 
we shall see.

that, even not vulnerable against 
vulnerable opponents, a_ three- 
heart overcall would be too risky, 
and therefore maintained a dis- 
creet silence. In these cases the 
various Wests either passed or 
ventured two no-trump calls. 

This was outclassed by the one 
East-West pair which met oppos- 
ing bidding. At this table, South 
risked the three-heart overcall, 
and West promptly doubled. 

If West had opened a spade, 
this South could have saved a 
trick, but actually West laid down 
the club ace. East co-operated 
excellently by playing the club 
nine on this trick, demanding a 
continuation because he did not 
want West to try to “find him” 
in spades. 

West, who certainly would have 
shifted to spades in the normal 
course of things, read East's sig- 
nal correctly; he continued with 
the club king and then made a 
safe shift to a low trump.

What Is an Idiom? 
HE word ‘idiom is from the 
Greek idios, “one’s own.” 


would be entirely bewildering 
to a non-English-speaking per- 
son, because they are idioms 
found only in our tongue, and, 
therefore a literal translation 
into another language would re- 
sult in pure nonsense. 

One cannot greet a French- 
man with “comment faites vous 
faites?” which is a literal trans- 
lation of “How do you do?” The 
French equivalent is “How go 
you?” “Comment allez-vous?” 

Such an expression as “let 
well enough alone” would have 
no meaning, and would have to 
be translated into French words 
meaning “the best is the enemy 


of well,” which to us would be — 


like double talk. 

“Tit for tat’ cannot be trans- 
lated. The nearest French 
equivalent is “a bon chat bon 
rat,” meaning “for a good cat, 
good rat.” So it works both 
ways—the idioms of one lang- 
uage are “one’s own,” and not 
translatable. 

But they are the vitamins of 
speech, and without them our 
language would have become as 
embalmed as classic Latin or 
Greek. . 

John O’London, an English 
columnist, said, ‘““‘The idiom like 
a pixy plays pranks’ with 
speech, rejoicing in its free- 
dom from all conventionalities. 
Without the idiom there can be 
no vivid communication.”

received concrete makes a jim 
dandy shelter to protect you 
against atomic bomb blasts. Con- 
crete is also good for a lot of oth- 
er little items around the house. 
A good durable concrete for 
most household jobs can be made 
with one part Portland-cement, 
two parts clean sand and three 


small amounts or a tight wood 
floor or wood base. The required 
amount of cement goes down first 
and then the sand. Mix these 
together until the color is uni- 
form. Now add the gravel and 
mix this in with the cement and 
sand until it is evenly distributed, 
then add the water. 

On big jobs it’s important to 
use just the correct amount of 
water but for ordinary work just 
add enough so that when it’s 
mixed in with the dry materials 
you get a workable plastic. The 
water and dry materials must be 
mixed until the mess is of a uni- 
form consistency. Now you've 
got a batch of concrete on your 
hands and it should be used with- 
in 30 minutes. Keep the fresh 
concrete damp and covered for 
three or four days. 


Wonderful Blueberry Muffins 


Ingredients: Two cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, three taspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup sugar, one egg 
(well beaten), one cup milk, one- 
third cup butter or margarine 
(melted), one cup blueberries 
(picked over, washed and drained), 
four teaspoons sugar. 

Method: Sift flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and one-fourth cup sugar 
into mixing bowl. Beat egg with 
milk = stir in melted butter or 
margarine; add to dry ingredients. 
Stir quickly and lightly just until 
dry ingredients are moistened; 
batter will be lumpy. Fold in 
blueberries with a few turns of 
spoon. Spoon into buttered muf- 
fin pans, filling two-thirds full; 
sprinkle tops with four teaspoons 
sugar. Bake in hot (425F.) oven 
20 to 25 minutes or until done. 
Remove from pan immediately 
and serve hot. Makes about 12 
medium-sized muffins.
